Eskimo Reaches The Pas 
After 700-mile Special | 
Trip

THE PAS, Man., Feb, 22.—Seven | 
hundred mile journey of mercy, over 
he snow drifted trails of the north- 
and, and the drift-packed rallway | 
line, ended here Friday with the ar- | 
ival of Shoomek, Eskimo from a 
wandering tribe of Nomads which 
hunt in the sub-Arctic regions. | 

With both legs, hands and face 
frozen, Shoomek is in St. Anthony's 
hospital here while surgeons battle for 
his life, and he has every prospect of 
living. 

Victim of a Northern blizzard, | 
Shoomek was brought to civilization 
by white men and Indians, 200 miles 
by dog team and 500 by special train. | 

On February 12, Shoomek, with two 
companions, was hunting along the 
coast of Hudson Bay, about 150 miles 
north of Churchill. Overtaken by a) 
sudden storm, his two companions 
sought the shelter of their igloos 
while Shoomek started for his north- 
ern home, half a mile distant.

Stirring Addresses Given by Rev. George A. | 
Dickson of Calgary—First Baptist 
Church Scene of Gathering 


“The Bible for the World and the 
Bible's Christ for all Mankind” were 
the closing words of Rev, Geo, Dick- 
son, of Knox Church, Calgary, in a 
most inspiring address at the Annual 
meeting of the North Alberta Auxil- 


| tary of the Canadian Bible Society, | 


held in First Baptist Church last 
night. A splendid audience greeted 
th» speakers and the meeting was 
broadcast over C.J.C.A. Word had 
been received at the Bible House that 
many groups would gather over the 
Province to listen in. Mr, Dickson 
brought greetings from the Southern 
Auxiliary and congratulated this 
Auxiliary on the splendid showing 
made for the past year. He dealt 
with the peculiar age in which we 
live and the great need of the in- 
fluence which the Bible teachings are 
bound to exert on the individual, on 
the nation and internationally. He 
appealed for a new enthusiasm for 
the Word of God and quoted such 
men as Samuel Johnson, Carlyle, 
Milton and Webster, who pinned their 
faith on this Book as the greatest 
national asset. He stated that the 
Church may have 
what she has said about the Bible 
but never for giving it to the world. 
Since it brings light and liberty and 
seta men free. He outlined the de- 
velopment of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society from its organization 
126 years ago in London, England 
to the present day and also of the 
Canadian Branch of that Society 
during the past 26 years. The work 
of the Society is to give the Scriptures 
to all people in their mother tongue 
and to give them without note or 
comment. He pointed out that the 
Society ts the right hand of every

Cancer Grows | 

Startling claims with regard to the 
spread of the cancer scourge tn Al- 
berta were advanced by Dr. Anderson, 
who said that this disease now ranked 
before heart disease and accidents as 
& cause of death. 

The hospital had been greatly over- | 
crowded during January, there being 
& total of 296 patients per day, where- 
as the accommodation of the hospital | 
only provided for 250 cases 

The Isolation hospital had 80| 
patients, of whom half were scarlet 
fever patients and the doctor drew 
attention to the seriousness of this 
epidemic in the city, 

J. W. Heron then wished the matter 
of the annual “deficit” re-opened, al- 
though Dr. Anderson objected to this 
term, It was decided not to formally 
reopen the matter, but Mr, Heron con- 
tended that the actual operating loss | 
of the hospital had been slightly tn | 
excess of $4,000.

Mrs. Robert Steele Teaches Twenty Boys and Girls at 
Red Cross Hospital How to Enjoy the 
Adventure of Living

Pussy willows are breaking into bud, and soon hundreds 

of children will quicken unconsciously to the beauty of 
spring as they roam about wooded places and through the 
open fields, There is a little group of 20 boys and girls in 
Edmonton who will not move when March comes coaxing 
at the door; who will not stir when the fresh earth and the 
first rains make a fragrant sweetness of the whole out-of- 
doors, They are the boys and girls who are lying on their 
beds and sitting in their wheel chairs at the new Red Cross 
unit of the University hospital. But the great adventure 
of living is not passing them by. Somehow, many of those 
women who sat at the University club the other day and 


listened to Mrs. Robert Steele’s paper on the teaching of | 


these little patients day by day, felt that the children were 
gleaning something of the inner loveliness that needs no 
outer stimulus.

That was at night. The following morning 
thé competitions began, with every good Scots- 
man decked out in the plumage of his clan, And 
what a change had been brought about with the 
donning of kilt and plume’! Halls in which the 
previous night they had moved as vassals, now 
resounded with the genuine hilazity and banter 
of chieftains. Doors opened and closed. Kilted 
figures swung through the lobby. Porters mov- 
ed quickly aside to escape being trampled into 
the heath, and the desk clerks founc themselves 
suddenly reduced to the status of servants in 
ancestral halls. 

Pipers and their friends stalked here and 
there. It was their day, their celebration, and 
for these castle lords such things as a timidity 
or constraint had ceased to exist. 

The early morning tranquillity had for 
hours been pierced with the distant, and not 
unpleasant sound of pipes being tuned in readi- 
ness for the grand march. For a few minutes 
there had been a lull; then suddenly came the 
sound of a double drum-beat, another, three 
straight beats accompanied by a swelling drone 
that quickly rose to-pitch, and pipes and drums 
fifty strong broke into 2 wild, inspiring march. 

Down the wide, white, fir-fringed road they 
came, kilts swinging, silver mountings gleam- 
ing in the sun, the sticks of the drummers 
flashing high to their chins and descending with 
a shattering rhythm that would stop a foot in 
mid-air to bring it into step. Back and forth, 
from stately castle to towering mountain, 
echoed and re-echoed the strain. Windowr flew 
up, tousled heads .of suddenly aw: «ened 
gucsts appeared. A spasm of hand clapping 
started, and was drowned in the roll of the 
drums. 

On they came followed and flanked y a 
hustling, ever increasing crowd. The vasa 
drummer, resplendent in a sleek and shining 
leopard skin, swung the whirling sticks high 
above his head. 


Bringing Visions of the Past 


WATCHING them brought visions of the 
past and an odd little tingle that galloped 
up and down my spine. Memories crowded one 
upon the other. Memories of muster parades 
and splendid, inspiring, manoeuvres; memories 
of sweating, marching men, aching shoulders, 
foot-blistering cobblestones and mud-plastered 
kilts, Memories of gallant pipers striding, un- 
armed, with the first wave, that the troops 
might hear the wild, untamed, tunes of the 
pipes, and be inspired to greater deeds of gal- 
lantry. Memories of a rush in the hai dawn, 
of swishing lead, of crumpled bodi , and kilted 
shapes hanging on the wire. 

Vague memories of a stuiabling, cursing 
string of men leaving the line for a well earned 
rest, straggling just before daylight along the 
rough shell-pitted road; of a sudden quickening

ahead there sounded the skirl of the pipes com- 
ing to meet the battalion—the remnants of a 
battalion, that in the short space of twenty- 
four hours had dwindled from some six hundred 
stalwart, marching warriors to a pitiful eight 
score of straggling, battle-weary wrecks. A 
further recollection of the meeting at dawn, of 
the pipers themselves dead on their feet playing 
ahead of the weaving column of men. Of a 
gradual straightening of lines, changing of step, 
the almost miraculous appearanc’ of rhythm in 
the line of swinging, mud-fouled kilts, and the 
ultimate arrival at the end of a journey that 
had been shortened centuries by the inspiriting 
sound of the pipes. ... 

At the roadside stood an old man, in his 
hand a stout cane, long white beard and snowy 
locks surmounted by a tam o’ shanter of bright 
blue. As the band neared him, his heels came 
sharply together, the cane was snapped to his 
side, and standing straight as one of the near- 
by pines, without a sideways glance he watched 
them pass, 

My first impulse was ¢0 go forward and 
speak to the old gentleman—I learned later he 
was over ninety—then something about him 
stopped me. Who was I, the thought struck 
me, a mere upstart generations removed, to 
break in on the reverie of one who might at that 
moment be in the midst of a shouting, milling, 
bayonet-thrusting mob, as memory took him 
back over the years? 

Banff has been defined by some observant 
person as “the only place on earth where a 
Scotchman will shave twice a day.’ It might 
better be described as being one of the few spots 
outside of the Scottish Highlands where the 
general formation of things, natural and con- 
s.ructed, lends itself as a suitable setting for 
a Highland gathering, individual piping, and 
the free use of the Gaelic tongue. 

Looking down from the hill upon the crowd, 
bunched or scattered over the great natural 
bowl between gigantic peaks, dotted and in- 
terspersed with the brightness of hundreds of 
Highland costumes, it seemed only natural that 
the adjacent towering stone walls might be 
those of some ancient castle. In the surround- 
ing woods pipers, each one totally oblivious of 
the other, tuned and re-tuned their pipes, or 
practised any one df a hundred airs to be used in 
competition, 

Always, from daylight until dark there 
swelled from hills and woods the sound of pipers 
in practice. Even while competitors paced the 
platform before the crowd and judges, their pip- 
ing was heard above the ceaseless lilt and drone 
of the many others. In near-by dressing tents 
youthful dancers rehearsed to the tune of still 
other pipes. To retreat fifty yards from the 
judging platform meant losing the competitor's 
tune in a myriad of others. 


Verra Simple When You Know How 


O one seemed at all perturbed, the contes- 

tants least of all. Temperamentalism seems 
to be an unknown thing to those who play, and 
listen to, Highland music. 

So far as the contestant is concesned the ex- 
planation would seem simple. He hears no one 
but himself. Regarding the listeners, however, 
it would appear to be slightly more complicated, 
It is not unusual to see one of the audience 
standing quite near one set of skirling pipes, 
while listening in perfect enjoyment to another 
set somewhat farther removed. 

For an explanation of this seemingly un- 
natural accomplishment I again appealed to my 
friend Pipe-Major Wullie Fergusson, when at 
last he had been released from a long session in 
the judges’ stand. 

“It's verra simple,” he explained. “Ye simply 
tune yur ear to whatever set of pipes ye wish 
to hear, an’—well, that’s all there's tac it.” 

I thanked him; followed his advice; and con- 
tinued to hear everything from the Piobaireachd 
competitors’ Cumha Mhic-an-Toisich, to The 
Marchioness of Tullibardine’s March. 

On ‘he back edge of the crowd near the 
dressing tepees, many little comedies and trage- 
dies were being enacted, Mothers ran to and 
fro frantically searching for young hopefuls 
who, with ‘ie carefreeness of youth, had dis- 
app ved ti.cee minutes before they were to ap- 
pear on the dancing platform. Regalia became 
mislaid and numerous accessories detached, 

“Here, Donald, 'til I fasten yon medal.” — 
“Where's Mary? She's next, and she hasna’ her 
shoes or onything. It’s such a bunk!” — “Here, 
tie it tight! Hauld this. Dinna lose yer Mither. 
Here, Becky, ye're up!” Nonchalant 
youngste and excited perents, All the fuss 
and flurry of a ‘irst night! 

From the lo 1 speakers above 


the crowd 


comes the voice of the announcer—a real son of 
Scotia—the brrrr-s on his r-s faithfully repro- 
duced by the over-taxed mechanism. Quartets 
of gaily clad youngsters, with numbers pinned 
to their backs, trot across the open court and 
pose on the platform in readiness for the piper, 
who follows them carefully adjusting his pipes. 
A sudden striking of tune, a curtsy from the 
quartet, and the dance begins. 


Round and round they whirl obvious appar- 
ently to judges or crowd. Seasoned performers 
these, with shoulders, breasts, and torsos liter- 
ally covered with medals won in competition, 
while some of them are still mere babes, and 
any number of them in the six-year-old class. 


The piper stops, the dancers run to waiting 
arms; the announcer calls the next squad, and 
on they go. Dancing numbers are interspersed 
with piping events for boys and men. Irish 
jigs and hornpipes add to the variety, with 
offerings from the massed pipe band for good 
measure. 

Flanking the playing field, and missing not 
a note or a step of it all, were hundreds of just 
plain folk. Most of them had come far, many of 
them half way across the continent, to get once 
more their fill of Highland music. Everywhere 
were faces wrapped in their own dreams, shin- 
ing with the sheer enjoyment of it, gazing at 
blue-hazed crags and listening “nce more to the 
airs of a land far away, but dearer than any 
other thing to their hearts. 


Here and there sounded a discordant note 
from someone in the crowd who, not being edu- 
cated to it, failed to understand. 


“Oh! my Dear, I think they're wonderful!” 
a richly garbed American lady gushed to her 
friend, “but of course,” she added, “I’d much 
rather see an Indian pow wow. I understand 
them better, you see.” 


I was glad my friend Wullie hadn't heard 
the remark, even although it did bear out his 
previous statement, 


In another part of the crowd a man in com- 
pany with a venerable Kiltie endeavored to add 
a little variety to the proceedings. “Did you 
hear the story—” he began, and was gently re- 
buked. “Wheesht, mon!” his companion inter- 
rupted him not unkindly, “I like to hear the 
pipes—that’s what I like to hear.” 


Among the many interesting contestants was 
another Wullie—the white-haired Pipe-Major 
William Campbell, of Vancouver. “This is the 
piper who took second to myself in three com- 
petitions last year,” Neil Sutherland told me as 
I was introduced by him to Mr. Campbell, “and 
he’s a grand piper!” In type the statement 
Seems to smack of boastfulness, but actually it 
was a natural, unaffected statement of fact, by 
8 natural, unaffected Scotch lad who has proven 
himself one of the best, if not the best, Diper on 
the American continent, and sees no reason to 
be ashamed of it. 


There was nothing boastful in young Suther- 
land’s remark, any more than there was in the 
reply Pipe-Major Campbell made ic a natural 
question. “What Vancouver regiment or society 
do you represent, Mr, Campbell?” I asked, 

“I represent naebody,” he stated quietly, 


“A’m here simply in the interests of gude pipe 
music,”
